Before maiiy yeara have passed the 


legislatures of our gUtes and nation 
will be forced to some action on the 
needless destruction of birds. The robins 
and bluebirds and vsrens and the hun- 
dreds of glad little singers of the woods 
and fields have been driven away not 
merely from the cities, which they naed 
to inhabit, but from the villages on the 
outskirts, and in some cases from even 
the isolated hamlets. The increase in 
insect pests within two or three years 
betokens a grave danger, and the cheap- 
est and surest way to meet it is to stop 
killing the birds and lot them return and 
dine upon tbe moths and caterpillars 
«nd the rest of tha evil tribe that strip 
our trees and gardens. It will take many 
years, at best, to restore them in such 
numbers as they could be reckoned by a 
dozen or 20 years ago, but people by 
ceasing to be sportsmen, or at least by 
ceasing to kill the birds tbat are of no 
nee as food, can tuing good times back. 
—Exchange.

Meanwhile the big battleships Indi- 


ana, Oregon and Massachusetts are rap- 
idly approaching completion, and there 
•will be no sailors to place on them on- 
less the department shall put ont of 
commission some other snips and trai- 
ler their crews to the new vessels. 
There are already lying at thf Mare 
Island navy yard several ships that the 
departmenr could put to good service if 
they could be manned, and it is said 
that many of the ships now m commis- 
sion are manned with crews far below 
their natural quota, thus imposing un- 
duly heavy tasks on the few men em- 
ployed and tending to foment discon- 
tent among them. 


It is probable that when congress 


meets again the secretary of the navy 
will be obliged to make a prompt appeal 
for more men or to allow our warships 
to remain idle tied up at their docks 
when they are needed for foreign service

It \Vrns Removed to Chicago *»«* Expcc- 


tatioiiH Were Sot K«»li*ed. 


CHICAGO, June 8.—No stronger proof 


could be afforded of the fact that in this 
part of the country, at least, the war is 
over, than the announcement upon the 
entrance to Libby prison that the site 
upon which it stands is open for lease. 
The noted jail was taken to pieces a few 
years ago and brought to this city, where 
it was re-erected in a commanding posi- 
tion on Wabash avenue, with entrance 
gate and massive stone walla somewhat 
resembling a fortress. The enterprise 
involved an expenditure of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and it was be- 
lieved by its promoters that for all time 
to come'it would be an attractive resort 
for the veterans of the Grand Army and 
visitors to Chicago from all parts of the 
world. 
These expectations, however, 


have not been realized, and even promi- 
nent Grand Army men who themselves 
had personal experiences in the old pris- 
on, have been among the foremost in 
criticising this scheme to perpetuate the 
memories of the war. As a result Libby 
prison will disappear from view as soon 
as the land, upon wuicli it stands can be 
disposed of.

without any extenuating circumstances. 
This opinion was unanimous through- 
out the whole principality.

It only remained to execute the crim-

Still another, who confined 
himself entirely to the newspapers and 
magazines in the exploitation of his 
specialty, never having touched a dead 
•wall, a fence or the broad side cf a barn 
with poster or paintbrush, and never 
employing a salesman, has a cool mil- 
lion salted down in real estate, keeps 
bis yacht and spends most of the year 
abroad in luxurious living.

We 
hulter brenk the sucking colts to lead 
and handle them every year, so that 
they aro never afraid of a man.

ThoPiircheron husaswcet;disposition, 


aud after these range bred horses have 
been, oil the cars a week en route from 
North Dakota to Pennsylvania they do 
not fear any kind of engine or rolling 
stock. 


After they have been stahjed, blanket- 


ed and cared for uuder strict stable 
management and worked three montlis 
single and double by a first class team- 
ster they are better educated and much 
moro intelligent animals than the ordi- 
nary farm horse, which has most likely 
never been in single harness, and has 
been broken by "Tom, Dick and Harry." 
Tho roads in the large horse raising dis- 
tricts of Iowa and other states are iunde- 
quato for single horses to travel. 


Spavins, ringbones and curbs are al- 


most unknown in the range country, aud 
we ship none but sound horses for the 
eastern market Never being shod or fed 
grain until 4 years past makes them 
the most economical horses on the mar- 
ket Their feet and stomachs last longer 
and they require less shoeing and less 
grain. These horses' hoofs have very 
thick walls and high, wide heels, aud 
they are seldom flat footed. It is unnat- 
ural for a horse to eat concentrated feed, 
and ia his natural state it takes hours to 
satisfy his appetite with grass. It surely 
must tax tho digestive orgaus to con- 
sume a feed of oats in a short time, and 
I have heard many good horsemen s;:y 
that a horse's stomach "barai out" from 
grain feeding. 


"The proof of tho pudding is in the 


eating.'' and by working our range bred 
horses alongside of horses on the farm 
where wo raise onr feed and at the ranch 
where we sometimes %vork our dry 
mares we have learned ia our ten years' 
experience tliat the Dakota horse excels 
in endurance and pulling ability and is 
a more active mover. 


We never work our mares with foal, 


and consequently the colt never sucks a 
heated or jaded mare.—Cor. Breeder's 
Gazette. 


Live Stock Point*. 


It \vill be the best possible news to 


breeders that the export trade in horses 
is manifestly increasing. Five additional 
hoise buyers from and for Europe have 
lately opened headquarters at the Union 
stockyards, Chicago. EurJpe is so thick- 
ly populated that there seems to be no 
longer roora to raise all the horses need- 
ed. Then, too, electricity as a motive 
power is not replacing horseflesh so 
rapidly in the slower countries of Eu- 
rope as it is in America. Let American 
horse.breeders tliauk God and take cour- 
age and at the same time go to raising 
superior animals as fast as they can. 
First class carriage and draft horses, 
the latter not of the heaviest propor- 
tions, sell well to European buyers. Wo 
can scarcely raise the type of heaviest 
draft horse in demand in the seaport 
cities of Europe, but we are going to do 
so. It is a great day for America when 
Europe sends to New York and Chicago 
for fancy carriage horses and streeters. 


Canada so far has the best demand for 


horses for Europe. Carriage and draft 
horses were in the beginning bred more 
carefully iu Canada than in the United 
States; consequently many superior 
horses were sold from the Dominion, 
both in this country and in Europe. But 
we are catching up now. 


One firm of horse dealers in Glasgow 


tried to make a contract in Chicago for 
the delivery and shipment of 100 horses 
a week. The horses wanted were the 
kind used for street cars and the lighter 
kinds of hauling. 


The foreign horse buyers in America 


pay a shade higher price for horses than 
they will bring on the home market. 
But the horses must bo no sloucJies.

Like raising early broilers tor 
market, the work in raising hothouse 
lambs differs somewhat from the ordi- 
nary lamb raising, inasmuch as artifi- 
cial conditions must be supplied by tho 
owner and carefully attended to.

the winter. Turnips arc gocd feed for 
them andean bo given regularly through 
the lambing period. Beets are also a fine 
succulent food for them in tlie winter, 
to be given along wifh other foods. It 
is good economy to raise both of these 
roots for tho owes if any attempt is made 
to rai.se winter lambs.
